<sTA minor named Barker, who had enlisted 
in the army at Newport, Ky., and sought his re- 
lease upon the ground that he was not twenty- 
one, was brought before Mayor Hawkins on Mon- 
day on a writ of hubeaa corpus. The court de- 
cided that, according to a law passed by Con- 
gress in 1851, authorizing officers of the United 
States army to enlist men between the ages of 18 
and 46, said Barker is now legally held in the 
military service of the Government, be having 
sworn at the time of bis enlistment that he was 
twenty-one years of age. 

aSTThe result of the introduction of the new 
tariff act has been to largely Increase the revenue 
at New York the past few days, importers rapid- 
ly withdrawing their merchandise in bond to es- 
cape the imposition of the new rates, and fearing 
to store those which daily arrive. The sums re- 
ceived at the New York custom- house since the 
new tariff act was introduced have reached an 
average of nearly (350,000 per day, over one 
half of which has been on withdrawals from 
warehouse. 

cHrThe State of Maryland has the high honor 
of being the first State in the Union to pay its 
proportion of the national direct tax. Secretary 
Chase baa addressed a complimentary letter to 
the 9tate Treasurer acknowledging the receipt of 
the money, and expressing bis gratification on 
seeing Maryland now, like Maryland in the days 
of the old line, coming forward with purse and 
sword, to the defence and support of the Ameri- 
can Union. 

CiT I'he Japanese Ambassadors have d clin> d • n 
invitation from the Swiss Federal Government to 
visit Switzerland. Letters from St. Petersburg 
tate that the Ambassadors are shortly expected 
in that city. After having visited the Russian 
capital, Vienna, Berlin, &c, they are to return to 
Paris, to be present at the fetes of the 15th cf 
August, then proceed to Marseilles, and embark 
for Suez. 

Destructive Fire. — The residence of Mr. P. 
Bigdon, postmaster at Cropper's Depot, on the 
Lonisvilla and Frankfort Railroad, was entirely 
destroyed by fire on Tuesday night, together with 
the contents, involving a loss of five thousand 
dollars. Mr. Higdon himself barely escaped with 
his life, by the assistance of a negro servant. 
There is but little dcubt that the fire was com- 
municated to the dwelling by a negro who bad 
be »r. instigated by some malici jub person. 



Forkigw Opinions — The London pipers have 
again opened the batteries ef intervention. Th< 
habit of interfering in the affairs of other nations, 
which England and France have so thoroughly 
fallen into, when the other nations happen to be 
loo weak or too busy to resent it, is leading now 
toward very dangerous ground. The New York 
Journal of Commerce says that Ameiica has nev- 
er assented to this doctrine of intervention. It is 
a pure European doctrine, not engrafted as yet on 
international law. It is a right never claimed 
nor to be claimed by a weak nation oyer a strong 
nation, but always and only a tyrannous power, 
exercised in Europe by the great nations, in the 
affairs of their inferiors. If the American Union 
were broken up and sunk in the sea, till there was 
nothing left of its name or people but the little 
State of Rhode Island, cr Delaware, we do not 
believe that the peoyle of either of those State* 
would ever consent to admit the application 
this doctrine. A fow weeks ago the Parliament 
Of Great Britain occupied a long time in dlrcuil- 
log a decrese which it was reported bad been is- 
sued by Vickr Emmanuel in Naples, and which 
was called inhuman. The opposition demanded to 
know whether the ministry bad interfered and the 
ministry intimated that it would interfere if the re- 
port proved correct. All ILij may be well enough 
while European smaller powers permit England 
to u.l,:.. and command and govern tbem. But 
when Parliament discusses American orders, or 
laws, or wars, it is treading on dangerous ground, 
since there - hore a clear and settled idea that 
European governments can never intervene iu 
American all .if a. It is Lot the discussion to which 
object ion is taken, but to the idea that such dis- 
cussion can hive any effect here. It ll true that 
in social matters Americans have always been 
sensitive to European criticism, but in political 
matteis it is vastly different. When England, 
France, and Russia made a great cemetery of a 
bleak peninsula in the Black Sea, with a long, 
bloody, and useless war, resulting in nothing, we 
should have been strangely engaged bad we un- 
dertaken to intervene. We could woll offer me- 
diation, but there we must stop. 

We are convinced that England and France al- 
ready will understand that intervention, techni- 
cally speaking, is an impossibility in our case. If 
any interfereoce comes it will only come by some 
provocation to war, and while we must avoid that 
by every possible course which is honorable, we 
must be, and we are, ready for any ccntingsncy.

2 new rebel steamers— Water Boat, Powder Boat. 

The two new rebel steamer*, it will be recol- 
lected, were all ready for sea, and were scuttled 
and sunk at the Navy Yard, in great haste; they 
now lay in about thirty feet of water, and it is 
thonght can be easily raised. The Cumberland 
lays in eleven fathoms of water, and it is the in- 
tention of the contractor to raise her by means of 
four whaleships of four*hundred tons each, which 
will be pirtially submerged by being partly filled 
with water, and then after attaching to the sunk- 
en ship will by means of the rise of tide and use of 
steam pumps, bring her up. It will be recollected 
the Merrimac was plated with eight hundred tons 
of iron, all of which, it is expected, will be recov- 
ered. The Congress and Cumberland each had 
iron safes aboard, containing respectively $35,000 
and £18,000 in specie, which will, without doubt, 
be recovered by means of diving apparatus. 

The undertaking involves an outlay by the con- 
tractor of some sixty thousand dollars before com- 
mencing the woik; he will employ something like 
two hundred men, among whom will be twenty 
divers, who will descend to the sunken ships in the 
W«l! & Gowen submarine armor. Such of the 
vessels as are net raised will bs blasted with gun- 
powder, and all the material that is of value re- 
covered. The contractor is the same party who 
raised the steamer Erie from Like Erie in 
1854, and has been engagsd in other submarine 
operations. We understand he is to commocce 
operations at once, and is to receive 15 per cent 
Balvage from the Government in the value of the 
property recovered.

Treasury Letter. — The following letter is 
published in tho Philadelphia papers at the re- 
quest of the Board of Trade for the information of 
parties desiring to send goods to points in Tennes- 
see, or other States heretofore declared in insur- 
rection, and with which trade is restricted. The 
recent detention of such shipments at Pittsburg 
was not intended by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
nor was it the fault of the collector at Philadel- 
phia, who made every orTort to correct the formal 
regulation under which the practsce grew up:

Sir: Referring you to the modifications of the 
system for issuing permits for trade with those 
sections of the country heretofore declared under 
insurrectionary control, under the rules and regu 
lations governing internal commercial intercourse, 
adopted on the 29 :h of March Ust, you are hereby 
dirtcted, when applied to by parties desiring to 
make shipments of goods to those sections, to furn- 
ish, if satisfied with thoir loyalty, and of the good 
faith of the propoaeJ transaction, certificates to 
that 6ffeC, which will be regarded as sufficient 
evidence on those points by the surveyors of cus- 
toms at the internal ports, to whom applications 
for permits may be made by the shippers, unless 
such surveyors shall be satisfied of ditloyal intent 
on grounds not publicly known.

ABOLITIONISM TESTED BY EXPE- 
RIENCE. 

NUMBER IX. PART 1. 

When a now measure is proposed to intelli- 
gent people, their first inquiry is whether it 
has ever been tested by experience and whether 
the result has been favorable. Abolition of 
negro servitude is no untried theory. It is 
an experiment which has been tried on a 
large scale under a variety of cirrumst.mcos 
and tho results are well known. We do Dot 
speak of tho possibilities of emancipation — of 
wisely matured schemes that might be doviscd, 
but which have not been seen in operation. 
We speak of headlong emancipation or niWi- 
tion, which proceeds upon the id-sa that negro 
slavery is essentially wrong anil ou^ht to bs 
discontinued as speedily as possible, whother 
wo can or cannot subititutea better condition. 

Tho great teacher, Experience, has furnished 
us a lesson on this subject, which we are im- 
peratively required to heed, if we would savo 
our peoplo from ruin and degradviin. In 
the United States, Jamaica, and Uayti, negro 
emancipation has been thoroughly tried. 

In the United States it has converted a class 
of industrious mid orderly laborers, who con- 
tributed largely to cur national wealth, into a 
"lazy, vicious, and ignorant" class, furnishing 
six times as many criminals ia proportion to 
population as tho white race; filling our jails 
and almshouses, and dring under every con- 
dition of destitution and discass in our large 
cities, twice ss fast as any other population. 
Depending on the casual patronage of white 
men as barbers, servant*, coachmen, and irreg- 
ular day-laborers, they fill a few of tho crevi- 
ces of life, and are cot in the way; but, as 
they seldom engage in any occupation requi- 
ring intelligence, forethought, and persevering 
energy, they furnish no suhitantial strength to 
any community, and just in proportion ns their 
numbers increase they crowd out more valuable 
population, injure the tone of society, degrade 
respectable neighborhoods, and increase the 
amount of pauperism and the number of po- 
licemen and jails that are requisite. 

How utterly calamitous abolition has provod 
to both races, where .it has been tried on a 
largo scale, we seo in Jamaica. The inge- 
nuity of abolitionists has been cxertel in per- 
verting facts to suit their theories, but the con- 
dition of Jamaica is a great fact which they 
cannot conceal. We have the authority of tho 
most intelligent abolitionists Or tho ruinous 
effects of abolition in Jamaica. 

Mr. Bigelow, an Editor of that able aboli- 
tion paper, the New York Evening Post, visit- 
ed Jamaica in 1850. Ho says: 

"It is difficult to exaggerate, and still more diffi- 
cult to define the poverty and industrial prostra- 
tion of Jamaica. The natural weal'h and spon- 
taneous productiveness of the island are so great 
that no one can starve, and yet it seems as if the 
faculty of accumulation were suspended. The 
productive power of the soil is running to waste; 
the finest land in the world may be had almost 
for the asking; labor receives no compensation; 
and the product of labor does not seem to know 
the way to market." 

He further^ says tint in 1850 there wore 
"400,000 acres of sugar and coffee plantations 
abandoned to weeds and undorbush." 

Tho most urgent petitions have been re- 
peatedly presented to the Eoglish Parliament 
to do something for the relief of Jamaica.' 
Yes, for the relief of a country with as fiue a 
combination of soil nnd climate as any coun- 
try in the world — with all the necessary means 
of prosperity in improved farms, live stock, 
plantation machinery, &c. , with a supera- 
bundance of land, and with no difficulty in 
the way but the ignorance and indolence of its

generacy fills their friends with fears of re- 
turning barbarism. 

Tho British Governor, Sir George Grey, 
says : 

"The fertility of its scil, and fitness both for til- 
lage and pasturage, the richness and variety of its 
vegetable products, tbe altercations of mountain 
and valley, the numerous hot springs and medical 
waters, the known exis.ecce of various ard vain 
able minerals, the timber and ornamental woods 
of its forests, tho abundance and varietv of fish 
on its coasts and neighboring reefs, icd'Cate pe- 
culiar facilities for the promotion of the future 
welfare and prosperitv of its inhabitants, and 
warrant the hope that, low as it has now fallen, it 
will not be permitted to relapse into utter bar- 
barism." 

Such is the late of a model abolitionized 
community, whero tho effects of abolition wero 
disturbcil as little as possiblo by tho presence 
of the white man — the white population being 
only about one-tenth of the whole. This ac- 
counts for the rapid degeneracy of tho blacks, 
their decline in religion, and partial relapee to 
their African superstitions and Fetichism, as 
described in English publication?. Moro than 
six hundred estates, which gave employment 
to 50,000 laborers, have been abandoned, and 
all that the British Government has tried has 
been unavailing to save tho island. Ruin 
stares in the face of the traveller everywhere. 
Kingston, which once contained 80,000 pros- 
perous inhabitants living in beautiful style, 
now contains but 40,000 poverty-stricken peo- 
plo, mainly consisting of what an English 
resident happily called " liberty- crippled ne- 
groes." 

The effects of abolition in Hayti, whero it 
has had a seventy years' trial, have been es 
miserable as in Jamaica. In the last Bixty 
years ten arbitrary despctj have succeeded each 
other anil governed tho peoplo by the power of 
armies composed of dirty, raggod, barefoot 
negroes. Tired of the strife and disorder of 
their negro government tho eastern half of the 
stand (which is rather the larger in extent) 
has seceded and applied to Spain for tho priv- 
ilege of annexation to a white man's govern- 
ment. 

Before the rero'.ution and massacre of the 
whites tho exports of Hayti were worth $48,- 
000,000; now, after about seventy years of 
growth (such growth as free negro communi- 
ties have) the exports of Hayti aro worth but 
$8,000,000. While tho negro community has 
thus declined, our white republic has in the 
same period increased abjut eight fold in its 
population, wealth, and commerce. 

Where once was widespread prosperity and 
splendor in an island justly called the "i iueen 
of Antilles" we now see filth and rags. Too 
city of St. Domingo, which, moro than three 
centuries ago was pronounced more splendid 
than any city in Spain, is now occupied by 
about 8,000 negroes and a few white traders. 
Its splendid mansions have crumbled into de- 
cay, its walls and fortifications are decaying 
under weeds — its streets broken up and filthy, 
and its principal reliance for cleanliness is the 
huge flocks of turkey buzzards which continu- 
ally hcver about, and the dogs and hogs which 
dispute possession of the honses with the in- 
mates. No new houses arc built by the ne- 
groes, excepting a few huts in tbesnburbs, 
covered with palmlcaf thatch. Such is the 
description given by an abolitionist, a corres- 
pondent of the New Y'ork Evening Post. • 

Negro freedom in Hayti, as eycrywhere else, 
paralyzed industry. An English writer cays: 
"Almost all traces of laborious culture were 
soon obliterated, large tracts which hai been 
one entire sugar gardon presented now only a 
few scattering plantations. In 1780 Hayti ex 
ported 141,088,981 pounds of sugar; in 1818, 
5.443,765; in 1825, 2,020 pounds!" Mr. 
Franklin, in a work upon tho condition of 
Hayti, says: "There appears cyery reason to 
apprehend that it will recede into irrccovera 
bio poverty and disorder." 

The cause of its hopeless condition lies in 
the fact that tho pure negroes predominate ton 
to one over the more intelligent mulattoes, 



seems as incapable of anything respectable as 
its lazy and ignorant -ubjects.

The Army of the Southwest.— We copy the 
following from a recent letter of a Louisville cor 
respondent of the Chicago Tribune: 

The idleness of tbe armies in the SouthweBt Is 
astonishing everybody here. The city is full of 
men and officers on leave of absence, it Is not tn 
be woLdered at that the President wants 300,000 
more men for tbe purpose of occupying the posi- 
tions already gained. The truth is "that there are 
enough officers lounging about the country to gar- 
rison half tbe important positions which Halleck 
has taken. I am froe to confess 1 think any Gen- 
eral who would take such time, and perform such 
herculean labors as Halleck did, for the mere pur- 
pose of divulging the fact of tho ovacuation of 
Oorintb, would find it a terrible task to garrison 
a conquered country of a few hundred miles' fron- 
tier with only about 130,000 men. As an instance 
of tbe enormous number of absentees from regi- 
ments in Halleck's department, I may mention 
tbe fact that the names of 27o privates aro adver- 
tised in tho Journal as being absent from the 12 h 
Kentucky alone. At this rate the absentees from 
Halleck's army would, if collected and organised, 
mike an army of 41 450 met ! Quito a nice army 
with which to bold and pisses i the important 
points on the Mis issippi; ur i woald be quite suf- 
ticsnt to send acainst Vicksburg, and reduce it. 
Or it might open the Arkansas river and food 
Curtis, wto is r. ported starving, though nobody 
biltevisit. Or it might roach the railroads of 
(Joorgii in time to cut off the Richmond army. 
Forty four thousand at s^utaes from 1C6 regi- 
tnentt! Is not the proportion awful! 

Ibis idleness on the part of the armies in tbe 
Southwest ii more noteworthy from tbe fact that 
the leaders are perfectly aware of the concentra- 
tion of rebel fotc* at Vicksl urg, an account of 
which I bave sent yon a day or two since. The 
openiog of the river becomes highly important in 
view of tho increasing domand of "the Northwest 
for an outlet of trade and commerce — from tbe 
fact that Curtis can then be provisioned and that 
Buller can also bs provisioned at a cheaper rate 
direct from tbe fountain of all army supplies, tbe 
Western prairies. And that the gunboits cannot 
reduce the position of Vicksburg will soon be de- 
termined. But as yet we have no demonstration 
towatd that point by land forces under Halleck. 
That worthy sits at Corinth in i llsness, apparent- 
ly conlonted with tbe glory won by the inditing 
the celebrated despatches fiom Corinth in which 
he so graphically gave the opinions of Ganerals 
Buell and Pope, but nev er committed himself. 

Affairs at Memphis.— A special despatch to 
the Chicago Tribuno, dated Memphis, July 7, 
contains the following:

The Six Dats.-^As tho tidings of this 
sharp series of conflicts come in, we begin to 
appreciate tho old Grack valor displayed by 
onr entire army. It is fairly entitled to all 
historic honor*. Never did men more courage 
ously suttiin their cause under such trying cir- 
cumstances. Tbe crafty enemy, w a'ching every 
movement with a lynx-eye and a tiger's 
crouch, precipitated at different times and 
places an aggregate force of at least 200,000 
upon the rear divisions of our army, with tho 
unmistakable purpose of utterly and complete- 
ly eradicating it if it lay within ihc loins of 
their desperation. Hence this rapid succession 
of fierce onslaughts, repeated day after day 
during the entire week by the entire available 
force of the enemy in Virginia. "Attack, 
rout, and annihilate thorn in wheeling." Such 
was the obvious policy at Richmond. But it 
we are not very much mistaken in tho wreck 
and ruin of Confedorato divisions, brigades, 
and regiments, which our heroic army 
has left behind it in its change of flanks, 
the Chickahominy will never be taken 
even by the most exhilarated member 
of the Richmond contraption for Bull 
Run. Now, as we draw in our minds the map 
of tho ground fought over, and survey its as 
p:cta in the temporary lull of the unfinished 
contest, we discover, first, that tho grind de- 
sign to bverwhilm us in making this most 
hazardous of all military manoeuvres has ut- 
terly failed. And, tccondly, that we have 
mado the movement, joined the gunboats, and 
are whole and halo upon the river James. 
And, finally, the reckless, overweening, over 
whelming enemy has been fearfully repulsed, 
and quietly acknowledges how much the pricks 
he has kicked against have hurt him, by not 
kicking against them for ihe present any more 
As for tho advantages of position gained by 
this dangerous but as is generally conceded 
unavoidable movement, they are self-evident, 
and as momentous as they are numerous. Our 
young Captain says that ho can render the 
new base, in a very brief time, lmpregna 
b\- to all that can be brought against 
it The certain gunboats, end James 
river for supplies and reinforcements instead o f 
the precarious roads and swamps and streams 
of the old bass; and, moreover, if an early at- 
tack should be practicable, as McClellsn teems 
to vouchsafe in his stirring proclamation of 
the Fourth, the interminable fortifications 
which the rebels built between sk. omer oase 
and Richmond, and which they fondly hoped 
to mako the catacombs of the Union, will all 
w w tnem little mo». «uou a warlike version 
and repetition of "Love's Labor Lost." Such 
axe the par»»» Jint advantages of tho sitnalion 
„u nave won. Tho great flank-shift, then, 
has been triumphantly effected in tho very jaw* 
of a perfectly-informed, vigilant, out-number- 
ing foe, and this in spite of his amazing di- 
mensions and the most desperate and terrible 
demonstrations of which he was capable. lie 
has not at all achieved what military science 
required of him under the circumstances. 
Quite the contrary; he was, in every engage- 
ment that occurred during the six days, held 
in check for the most part by covering forces, 
and finally, on Tuesday, utterly and appalling- 
ly repulsed. In fine, McClcllan did just what 
he set out to do, and the rebels did not. Un- 
doubtedly, then, the Confederates were utterly 
defeated in their main object. 

In regard to the special advantages gained 
by the two armies, the beams about balance. 
It stems, on the whole, extraordinary, consider- 
ing the proveibial difficulty of tbis movement, 
that there is, if any, so little preponderance ic 
favor of the enemy. We lost some guns and 
colors, and took some. We may have lost 
more prisoners than they, but all accounts con- 
cur that they lost a third moro than wo by the 
casualties of battle. Jackson and Rnett were 
killed by the admissionoif their own reporters, 
and probably many others of their best officers. 
Certainly the drunken divisions which from 
time, to time they hurled upon our deliberately 
retiring wings were in almo3t every instance 
smashed into helpless and ineffectual frag- 
ments, and drivenatiff, as in the case of Long- 
street's division, fearfully decimated, and in a 
state of almost total disorganization. The 
rebel reports themselves admit tho loss of 30,. 
000 men in these cruel contests. 

The fact is, while they are perfectly aware 
that wo have victoriously gained the position 
which will inevitably give us Richmond, and 
that they were repulsed with terrific loss in the 
last struggles, and retreated very much as at 
Pittsburg Landing, they have not forgotten 
the Corinthian complacency to claim a great 
victory. Far be from us any solicitude to de- 
prive them of their only consolation. Mean- 
while, it will be perfectly palpable to all who 
have a single military cell in their eye-lenses 
that we are now in the right position to reach 
out the right hand and Jake what belongs to 
us, viz: R chmond and all that it contains, tbe 
machine, its machinators, and all its baneful 
machinations. We have the army, the men, 
and the means to do it. Let McClellan bo 
promptly and generously reinforced. Let all 
necessary supplies for the succor of his army 
go right np the James river without a mo- 
ment's delay, and we have not the least doubt 
that, on his part, he will forthwith make good 
fils spirited declaration of the 4th: "On this, 
onr national birthday, we declare to our foes, 
who are rebels against the best interests of 
mankind, that this army Bhall enter their 
capital." 

WA11 the rebel preachers of Nashville 
were ordered to tbe penitentiary preparatory 
to being sent South. It is to be hoped, for the 
sake of the sonls of the other prisoners, that 
the? were kept apart from them.

U is a pleasure, alsc, to add that, on several oc- 
casions and in esj«n)i»l ways, I we*, efficiently aii- 
<d by Mr. Sanford, our imltfatigable minister to 
Belgium. Nor conld tbe Government, in a season 
of trial and difficulty, bave made happier selec 
tions of consuls in Paris and London. Messrs. 
Bigelow and Morse are discharging their respon- 
sible duties in a manner worthy of all praise. 

Our government was by no means too prompt 
in inviting some of its citizens to visit Europe. 
It Is to be regretted Ih.t two or three eminent 
gentlemen, to whom It 1* understood that invita- 
tion extended, were unable to accept It, for the 
field was large and the laborers few. In tbe des- 
ignation of Archbijbop Hughes and Bishop Mc- 
llvaine, however, tbe government was peculiarly 
fortunate. Tb* services of those enlightened and 
rui • .' d'vines and devoted Uoiou ^ien, the 
former in Paris ard the latter all over KngUnd, 
were seasonable and effective. Their exalted po- 
sitions, (beif high characters, and their fervid 
zeal, gave weight aud authoritv to thtir state- 
ment* and opinions. 

Secession, wbile undormining^ for ultimate re 
bellion, was tbonghtful of the importarcs of the 
favor of Europe. The South, with its long cher- 
ished purpose, woiked as diligently abroad as at 
nouie. The North, unconscious of the great 
crime meditated, plept. Active emissaries of se- 
cession, aided too often by sympathizing ministers 
and consuls, settled tbe public mind on the other 
eide of the Atlantic against us. Public opiDion 
was formed against the Uuion before our side of 
tbe question was presented or heard. By turning 
truth end for end, and reading history backwards, 
we were held by Europeans as the aggressors. 
The last three months of Mr. Buchanan's admin- 
istration were almost as ir jurious abroad ai at 
home, for there, as here, loyal men only occupied 
tbe places of disloyal cibinet acd foreign minis- 
ters too late to nip rebellion in the bud. 

Unfortunately thsre were causes, as well as 
pretexts, for tbe lack of sympathy which wo en- 
countered in Europe. Tbe governments of tbe old 
world remember that, trom tbe nature of our in 
stitutions, oar own sympathies have generally- 
run with those who struggled to overthrow mOn 
archies, and that we bave shown alacrity in 
recogriz ng the independence of such as struggled 
successfully. Wi h ihe ni'ions most intimately 
connsced with ua, the "Morrill tariff" was re- 
garded with great disfavor. In England it was 
believed that we not only cherished unfriiofly 
feelings towards thai countiy, but that we deoired 
a disruption of friendly relations The emusario* 
of rebellion seizud upon thefo causes and pretexts 
to turn thecurrent of feeling in their favor. It wa.', 
oo, plausibly urged that tbe difference in climate, 
soil, habits, and "want of congeniality" between 
the North and South constituted such radical dis- 
cordance that our Union had become an impossi- 
bility. Indeed, this* fallacies were so uiccess- 
fully pressed that Mr. Gladstone, in a recent 
speech at Manchester, stated that the Union wa; 
bnt a copartnership, dissoluble whenever passion 
or caprice prompted, in any of tbe pirties, a de- 
sire to withdraw. That eminent statesman — if, 
for a moment, we adopt his theory — overlooked 
or ignored the circumstarce that our secession co- 
partners in retiring, broke open the safe and stole 
valuable securities, the common proptrtv of tbe 
firm— or, in other wcrda, tbal in separating, tbey 
seized tbe fortifications, tbe arms, the custom- 
houses, the p.-ietoffices and the public moneys — 
acts of treason in a public, or robbsrv in a private 
sense, which would, perpetrated in England, bave 
consigned them to tbe Tower or the penitentiary. 

Wbile England, France, Belgium, and Germany 
begin to experience ssrious inconvenier.es and em- 
barrassment from their short supply of cotton, I 
do not apprehend, immediately, that these gov- 
ernments will intervene, though with tbe two 
former tbe sutjsct has been considered, lt is 
pruper to say that France is even more impatient 
than England; not, however, from unfriendliness, 
but iw^siw* tha Eo.* i i »i»w •oeence 

n f •m r l*y— *"t, Vo cupp'v h'.S people with *«-.». 

But we have nothing lu fear from Europe if we 
aro fuccessft'l in tho prosecution of the war. Fort 
Oonelson, Nashville, Winchester, New Orleans, 
and Memphis are our strongest argu- 
ments against intervention, with governments 
that determine all questions by military measure- 
ment. 

There are, however, but two well-founded 
reasons for apprehending future embroilment 
witb England. Nor can I doubt the propriety 
of dwelling briefly, but earnestly, upon a danger 
fraught with consequences so vital to the welfare 
of both nations. The Trent affair, though hap- 
pily bi cause rightfully settled, has left an arrow 
with p -isoned barb feat- ring in our flesb, and ir- 
ritating our nerves. Tbe impression tbat Eng- 
land, willing to take us at disadvantage, availed 
herself of the erring judgment or impulsive zeal 
of a naval commander, to wage war up:<n us, has 
obtained throughout tbe country. That Eogland 
expected war and intended war, msking, with 
unparalleled alacrity and in gigantic proportions, 
preparations for war, is admitted to be true. But 
with opportunities favorable to a correct un- 
derstanding of the views of the English gov- 
ernment, and of the feelings that swayed the 
English mind, I am bound, in truth and fairness, 
to say, that the Government and psople sincerely 
believed that toe de.sirsd a rupture with them; 
tbat we sought occasions to taunt and snub them; 
and, egregiously unfounded as tbe supposition 
was, that the present Secretary of State was the 
representative of tbis hostils sentiment. In jus- 
tification of these impre-sione, it was said that, 
by "bullying," we ob'ainod su ,-intuges in tH 
settlement of the Northeastern and Vancouver 
boundary questions; that we abrup'lv di missed 
their minister, Mr. Crtmpton, and their consul, 
Mr Barclay; that our sympathies, in their war 
with Russia, were with thsir mem/; that we had 
often threatened to wrest Canada from tbam; and 
finally, tbat Secretary Seward had avowed hostilo 
intentions inwards E 'gland. 

Some of these grounds of complaint were, as 
we know, well taken, and all wore btlkvcd to bo 
so. 

We all felt that the recognition of the Southern 
Confederacy as a belligerent, by England and 
'ranee, was an over-hasty and ungracious act. 
But, in submitting the proposition to tbe French 
Emperor, tbe English crown lawyers enforced it 
by arguments which, from that stand-point, wete 
forcible. Both governments supposed that the 
insurgent States hid or could fit out vessels of 
war, and wished to relieve themselves of the re- 
sponsibility of treating such vessels as pirates. 
In this tbey erred, for, without the impunity thus 
extended to them, not even the Nashville or 
Sump-er would ever have ventu ed to Bea. 

But, notwithstanding these adverse influonces, 
and the existence, in cortain high quarters, of 
views not friendly to the success of our form of 
government, the Union has many ardent, well- 
wishing friends in England, and can have many 
more, if we act justly oursslvee, and labor to 
correct grossly erroneous impressions. Tbe paths 
of peace are the only paths of pleasantness for 
England and America. In views of the dangers 
which I ,lo not exaggerate— dangers growing out 
of mutual mi. apprehension of each other's real 
sentiments — it behooves the government, tbe 
press, and tbe people of Intb countries, bv en- 
lightened counsels, largs toleration, and wise for- 
bearance, to soothe rather than stimulate exist- 
ing irritations. Nor, In forming cur estitraU of 
tbe degree and valua of English sympathy daring 
onr domestic troubles, is tbe fact that her Queen 
and House of Commons modified harsh despatches 
and resisted unfriendly legislation without sig- 
nificance. 

To bave been deemed worthy, by the boards of 
Aldermen and C-'uncilmen of the citv of New 
York, of the high municipal honors which their 
resolutions confer, is a "distinction of wnich any 
man would be proad— to me it is a treasure more 
"precious than rubies" or "tine gold." In auuin

*tJ" present condition of monetary affairs fa 
a source ( f great annoyance to our business men. 
The selling rate for gold was advanced by our 
bankers yeeterdiy to twenty per cent premium, 
silver was held as high as twelve In thirteeu per 
cent premium, and Demand Treasury Notes 
were in request at flv* per cent. An effort wna 
made, too, in certain quarters, to advance the 
rates of Kentucky tunic notea beyond their par 
value, and we are informed that in a few in 
stances Ihose who necessities required them to use 
Kentucky funds were forced to pay a premium of 
one eighth to on* quarter per cent for the accom 
uicdation. The great bulk of the season's 
tobacco crop of Southern Kentucky and North- 
ern Tennessee has been sold in this market 
at very high rates, and it is known '.hit the plan- 
ters have, in most instances, converted the pro- 
ceeds into gold or Kentucky fuod<, which they 
pertinaciously withhold from circulation. The 
producers of other articles of agriculture have 
, doubt followed the example of the tobacco 
growers, and have turned their receipts in to gold 
or Kentucky funds. This movement, of itself, 
would have a tendency to create quite a panic in 
the local money market, but to that evil has been 
added the great demand for gold in New York, 
and from abroad. If our people could be 
brought to repose coof.Iince in the permanent 
value of the Government Treasury Notes, 
which enter so largely into the composition 
of the currency of the country, this unnatural 
state of things would be averted. It is high time 
we were learning the fact, and that we were act- 
ing upon the knowledge of that fact, that our 
Government Treasury no'ei are second in value 
only to gold and tilver. Many reasons might be 
urged in sopp>rt of this theory, but no more po- 
tent reason than I hat tee faith and wealth of the 
entire country is pledged for their redemption. 
There is no other security which is not actually 
collateral to be compared to such a pledge, aod 
every consideration of personal interest and every 
sentiment of patriotism should impel us to confide 
in the secutity thus pledged. An exorcise of reas- 
onable confidence in the value of these notes will 
go far to extricate us from the perplexing mone- 
tary dilemma In which we find ourselves placed.

If they wonld go a step beyond 
this and t-are for the dumb beasts by erecting 
neat troughs for them, we should be a most 
blessed city. The New York Journal of Com- 
merce has been urging the erection of fountains 
that city for the solace of the thirsty, 
where man and beast could bs refreshed, for 
it says with truth that beasts suffer as much as 
men, in long drives with heivy load), through 
parts of the city where the driver ha? 

acquaintance, and no meaDS of wef.it; 
the mouths of bis borses. A few hundred 
dollars, properly expended, would construct in 
any public square, or in the side of a building on 
the corner of ■ street, a fountain which would 
last, with little r»pair, for generations of th 
thirsty. If gentlemen desire to see the gratitud 
of men, with their own eyes, this is a capital op 
port unity for it. It would keep a warm-hearted 
mau cool in a July day to stand a half hour by 
such a fountain which he had built. It might bo 
made a monumsntnl fountain, dedicated to some 
great name, or to some oljsct of affection, whose 
memory would be kept alive in the pleasant and 
refreshed minds cf thousands of the grateful poor 
Or if men will not do it while living, will no 
some wealthy citizens add codicils to their will 
on this aul'jsct, and thu?, contrariwise to poor 
Keat's idea, "write their names in water." 

The Journal of Commerce says from all ago. 
and in all countries the provision of water for the 
thirsty has been esteemed one of tbe highest tiu 
lies. In Oriental countries, where the manners 
and customs of tbe primitive limes are more near 
ly preserved than in any other, the importance of 
this duty is appreciated, and this, not as may be 
imagined because of the superior requirements of 
climate, but as a moral and roligious obliga 
tion. There is a passage in the Koran which 
recognizes it, and promises rewards in the fu- 
ture state to those who erect fountains. As 
result of this idea of the sagacious author of that 
marvellous compound of wisdom and norsense 
o:i which the Mohammedan religion is founded, 
the followers of the pr< phet esteem it the most ex- 
cellent work of piety to provide drink for thothira- 
ly, and hence Eastern cities abound in fountains, 
erected by tbe piour, asd a wealthy beliavt? in 
Islam when dying directs, by bis last testamont, 
that a certain sum shall be appro; riated to the 
bnilding of a fountain, as in Christian countries 
it is common to leave brquests to the great be- 
nevolent objects of tbe day . though the Moslem 
does it with the expectation of an immediate and 
lasting reward for his good work. As a result of 
this, numerous elegant and costly buildings are 
found in such cities as Damascus, Constant inoole, 
Cairo, and Baglad, hundreds in each city, some 
very old, tome now and shining with the fresh 
gilding and arabe qaes indicating either a lately 
deceased founder or an abundant provision in tbe 
original bequest for keeping the fountain in re- 
pair. These buildings are always supplied with 
water. Tbey usually present to the street a 
polished marblo front, through which a 
small pipe projects, and as tbe precious 
liquid is not so abundant always as to 
jasti'y wAste, it is necessary in many in- 
stances for tbe thirsty applicant to apply bis lips 
to tbe gild .d cr brazen mouthpiece and draw up 
the water by a vigorous effort. But no Eastern 
person is deterred from following another in 
this operation, nor is hs ever known to wipe oil 
the pipe before taking it in bis lips. It is a foun- 
tain of piety, and tbe gift is h good one and Bis- 
millah ! he is a dog who is too proud to take such 
water from the very lips of a fellow sinner. The 
custom perhaps may not ba successfully imilatad 
in countries whose grade of civiii/.tti in is more 
polished, but, be this as it may, the Moolem foun- 
tains are a blessed invention of the false prophe 1 
and his followers, as the long lines of thirsty 
drinkeis in a dusty street of Cairo abundantly 
testify while they meekly follow each other up 
to the spout. * 

In tbe cities of Greece, Syria, and Rome the 
building of aqueducts was always regarded as 
among the greatest of works for emperors. Here 
and there remain triumphal arches commemora- 
ting the completion of such works. The traveller 
in the mountain regions of Anti- Lebanon, or in 
tbe wilds tbat lis eastward of Antiocb, or.ce the 
cipitnl of the Eastern empire and the rival of 
Rome, is astonished to fibd in Eoine . luoost inac- 
cessible ravine, or on the sides cf a great passage 
hewn through a mountain, the ineffaceable in- 
scription wbicb records the success of an em- 
peror in diverting the course of a river to the sup- 
ply of a city. In Scripture history the Mgbelt val- 
uation is placed on fountains of water. The boun- 
daries of tbe triboa weie sometimes marked by 
springs, and to this* day the well of Jacob is the 
retort of the peasantry and the wandering tribes 
around ancient Sbechem, tbe well of En Rogel 
marks the bounds cf Judah and Benjamin, tbe 
fouudain of Bireh fixes the location of Betroth, 
the fountain of Elisha II >ws sweet and strong as 
it flowed after the prophet's miracle, and Siioam 
goes softly as in old times. One might v rite a 
volume on the springs of water, email bubbling 
spiiDgs, out of the dry ground, such ai the Amer- 
ican farmer notes only ss convenient for his cat- 
tle, ar, I then forgets, mere outbreaks of water 
from the earth, which for two thousand years 
have 11 lwec' from the same fpote, but which mark 
th« greatest ■ 'ents in the history of the race. 

We may ta of Otard, Verzenay, Catawba, 
and Chateau Mai 'Ot, but Talfourd was drinking 
from tbe pure Coal, in fount of inspiration when 
he wrote: 

"Til a 1 ittt* thiol 

To give a rup of water, t its draught 
Of cool refreshment, draicod by fevered Hi's, 
May give a shock of pleaeui e to the fiame 
More exquisite than when n tariau lulcs 
Renews the life of joy in happiest hour*.

Gksekai.: I have the honor to report tbat the 
Thirteenth Kentncky Regimen*, under my com- 
mand, landed from the steamer Planet, on the 
Right of the 6th inst , near Piltsburg Landing, 
Tonnessee, and were ordered hy you to take posi- 
tion in line of battle on the loft of Col. Boalty's 
Nineteenth Ohio and to lonain in position until 
further ordered. Your order was promptly com- 
plyed with, the men r> sting en thi ir arms through- 
out the night in a drenching rain. At or about 
daylight on the 17th you ordered me to move my 
regiment by the right 11 ink and take position on 
the right of Captain Mendenhall's battery. We 
were in that position but a short time when tbs 
enemy op<n*d a heavy tire with shot and shell 
which rsuged over the battorv and my regiment. 

h;avy tire commencing on" tne left of the bat- 
tery in which the Fourteenth brigade were engaged 
you ordered me to throw out my two flicking 
compinies as skirmishers to notice the movement 
of the enemy. Soon after receiving your order 
General Crittenden ordered me to move my regi- 
ment in double quick lime to the support of the 
Fourteen I h brigade. Marching my regiment left 
iu front through a thick cbapirrel wo found the 
enemy in considerable fores bobind lops and trees, 
but a short distance in front, when 1 ordered my 
men to open tire, which was done in gallant stile. 
We were engaged about twenty -live minutes, 
whin a portion of my line was broken by strati sts 
from the Fourteenth Wisconsin regiment, which 
caused a sl : gbt recoil on the part of a few of my 
rear rank men. They were soon rallied and 
ponred in a heavy fire on the enemy's line,thinning 
their ranks and driving them from tho field. 
During the ergigement of my regiment in the 
chaparrel the enemy's battery were throwing in 
hot and shell, endeavoring by that means to 
rive me from position, but the range being too 
igh caused but few casualties. Captain Mon- 
nhall with his battery was ordered into 
position, and my regiment was ordered to take 
position immediately on bis right to afford 
bim ncc s.ary support. A heavy tiring com- 
mencing on our left, General Oiittenden or- 
dered mo to bold my regiment in retdness to 
hirge the enemy's battery, whic i I did in c in- 
nectiou with Colonel Hawkins's Eleventh Ken-

COL. IIOHSON'i REPORT OF THE SBII.OU FIGHT 

Gkeenshuro, Kv , July 1, 1862. 
Brig. -Gen. J. T Bot/lt: 

General: Enclosed please ficd a copy of mv 
official report of the bailie of Shiloh, which I de- 
sir* to have published in th* Journal and Dsmo 
crat. A number of friends have requested me to 
have it done. In your official report to General 
Finnell you meution several camp officers of my 
regiment in a praiseworthy manner, and it affords 
me great pleasure to see them mentioned person- 
ally in your report. Permit me, General, testate 
that in that ever memorable day, and throughout 
that sanguinary conflict, I was not disappt iated in 
the conduct of mv command, and when my mind

would devour us; that one blooded secesh Ken- 
lucky soldier could whip fifteen of the "pitched 
breeches fellows" belonging to the Union armv. 
How we disappointed them at Shiloh will long ba 
remembered by the members of the Thirteenth 
Kentucky. That was the happiest and proudest 
day of my existence, to think that I bad whipped 
and routed tho notorious Sixth Kentucky (rebel) 
Regiment, commanded by Colonel Jo. Lewis, of 
Bsrren county, Kentucky. Permit me, General, 
to call yi ur attention to the following named 
officers, who bore a conspicuous part in the battlo 
of Stilob, all of whom deserve the gratitude of, 
and shou d : e remembered by, tbe loyal people of 
Kentucky, and especially those of Green and the 
surruunding counties: Captain Wallace Victor, 
Captain B. P. Ketis, Captain U. Q Hughes, 
Lieutenants G. A. Gallup, Straiten, Fcrhush, 
Bottoms, Allen, Ben. V. Binks, and others; al o 
Captain P. S. Rush, Lieutenants Fisher, Ciboll, 
Sullivan, and Hsgan. All ar* entitled to great 
praise for g il ant conduct.

There are 14,000 officers and soldiers absent 
from their duty with tbe various Divisions of this 
army. Some of them havo gone off withcu' any 
authority; others with the permission of • liicors 
not authorized to grant it. In general, sickness 
is given as tbe can e of absence, but in very manv 
cases the cause has notoriously ceased lo exist", 
and men remain away, drawing Ibe same pay as 
their comrades who ar* faithfully performing 
thiirduty. To correct this abuse it is ordered— 

1. All officers and soldiors wh I are abient with- 
out direct authority from those Headquarters, 
th* period for which has not Irai.spired, will, on 
or before the 10th of July, proximo, join their 
companies or regiments wherever they may be. 
If ignorant of their locality, they will report to 
the commanding offieir at L-uisville or Nashiille, 
by whom they will be directed to their regiments, 
or put on such light duty as they may ba able to 
perform, if they are not entirely fit for active 
service; and these will be promptly reported to 
their regimental comminders by th* (fficar so as- 
signing them. 

Th* cases < f those who fail to join as above re- 
quired, will be disposed of as foiiowt: 

2. If any absent officer or soldier, in conse- 
quence of sickness or wounds, is absolutely una- 
ble to report for duty as above required, he will 
forward by mail to '"The Assistant Adjutant Gen- 
eral, Dlatrfc* of the Ohio, Nashville, Tenn," a 
Cerlificatso/ Disability, according lo the follow- 
ing lorm:

In the former I am 
charged with violating my pirole by leaving 
Nashville, where I have resided for the last fifteen 
years, and gtiogto Kentucky, my native State, 
where business called me. TbN charge is untrue, 
and had the Editor consulted tho Secretary of 
State, before whom I was notified to appear, he 
would not have pennod the article alluded to. 

Th* article copied from th* Maysville Kagl* 
nays that after my arrest in Fleming county, Ky. , 
1 denied the charge of violating my parole, but 
admitted that I had advocated th* release of con- 
victs in the Tennessee penitentiary, ayd the con- 
finement of r ! 'i men in their plr.ee. This needs 
riualilication. 1 have never been a speech maker, 
but on Saturday evening, during the Little of 
Fort Donelson, despatches were frequently re- 
ceived, and thousands of the citizens assembled on 
the public square, intensely excited at their re. 
ception. After several speeches bad been made, 
I was called upon. In a speech of only a few 
minutes 1 remarked that I would persecute no 
man for his eentiments, bnt that cur city was in 
fested with spies, standing at tbe corners of the 
s re its, and prowling about tho city — eaves drop- 
pers, reporting all they saw or heard. These men 
1 would place in confinement if 1 had to release 
the convicts from the penitentiary to find a place 
for them.

Tbe President pro tern, laid before Ihe Senate a 
commanication from the War Department, trans- 
mitting copies of all instructions to tbe Generals 
in tbe army, in pursuance of the act of Congress 
f August b, 18(11, relative to freeing thn s aves 
of rebels. 

Mr. Wilson, cf Massacbnsetts, from Ihs Mili- 
tary Committee, reported back th* llouso joint 
resolution authorizing the Secretary of War to 
furnish extra clothing to woundeJ and other eol- 
dter--, which was passed. 

Mr. Dooliltle, from th* Indian Committee, re- 
ported back the bill relative to the trust bonds 
abstracted by the late Secretary of the Interior, 
which was paused. 

Mr. Chandler, from the Committee on Com- 
merce, reported a bill providing for the appoint- 
ment of Surveyors, &c. 

Mr. McDougall ■ tiered a resolution that the 
Presidcn' bo requested lo have prcpired a full re- 
port of the foreign and domeitic irads and com- 
merce of California and Oregon and Washington 
Territory, to be submitted at tho next eeosion. 
Laid over. 

Mr. Anthony introduced a bill to defina tho 
namber of Brigadier and Msjor Generals in the ar- 
my. The bill provides for a reduction in the nnoilur 
of Brigadier and Msjor Generals It wub refer- 
red to the Military Committee. 

Mr. Chandler called for tbe reexolotioo calling 
for all the old orders issued by Gen. McClellao, 
bis correspondence, the number of his force, &c. 
Ho then modified the resolution so ss to request 
the President lo furnish this information if not 
incompatible with the public iutens's. 

Mr. Wright caid he bad been morlified at the 
tone of tbe Senator's speoch. Whan he, Chandler, 
offered this resolution, it was not his (Wright's) 
pleo, in the hour of tbe country's trouble,to make 
any charges against, or throw any obstacles in 
tbe way of, the Generals in the field. In the 
opinion of tbe Senator (Chandler) General Mc- 
Cltllan mmt have committed an atrocioui crime, 
worthy of tbe severest penalty of tbe law. 
General McClellao has not been a ncwrpapar- 
Gensral, written up by correspondents, but be 
has been most indecently denounced by them, yet 
be Ins never made any reply. Ho (Wright) 
would not gobick to the operations ot General 
McCUlian on tbe Potomac, but venture to say 
lhal General McClolUn's ton days' campaign in 
front of Richmond, lighting an infuriated army, 
would arouse as much admiration among the peo- 
ple of foreign countries as it his awakened confi- 
dence and hope among oar own people. lie 
(Wright) was in favor of the vigorous prosecu- 
tion of the war, and in favor of a strong confis- 
cation bill, but be would do nothing to delude the 
true Union men of the country. This was not 
the place to pais such a resolution as this, sanc- 
tioned, as it was, by tho speech of Ihe Sena- 
tor from Michigan. If President Lincoln and 
Stcrotary Stanton can trust General McClellan, 
he (Wright) was willing to trust bim. Ho 
wonld stand by the man (Genoral McCltllar:) who 
was fighting tho battles of the country. 

Mr. Chandler said that the Senator from Ma- 
ryland (Wrighi) must have mistaken his (Chand- 
Lr V) rumarks. Tbe press of the country has 
been tilled with denunciations cf the Sscrstary 
f War for what ihoy said was a military crime 
on his part — not sending reinforcements to Gon. 
McClellan. It was intended that this assault 
upca the Secretary of War should be deadly and 
lead to his removal. He denied that Secretary 
Stanton was guilty of the crime, and he simply 
callel for Ihe evidence in the case. It was plain 
to every man in tbe land that, when the army 
was sent off to the penin»ttla, there should 
hav* been a sufficient force retained to 
defend th* Capital. Be had the evidence of 
nine Maj >r- Generals taken bsfore th* committee 
on th* conduct of the war, in which they said it 
was absolutely necessary to retain a force here for 
tbe defence of Washingtop. Gon. Richardson, in 
his swern statement, said it would require 40,000 
men and a corps of 60.000 msn to stop the move- 
men's of the enemy above or below the city. 
(Jon. Franklin thought that 35,000 to 50,000 men 
would be necessarv; and th» othsrs said 50,000 to 
75,000 man must b* loft har* for th* propjr de- 
fence of the place. When Gen. McCUlian " ent 
to Fortress Monroe It was found he had not loft a 
solitary rrglmunt her* except th* 19. h New 
York, and that he had Dot left a solitary gnu on 
wb«*ls for tbo d*fenco of tho capital. Had this 
gone on, th* -nemy wonld hare taken tho capi- 
ta! before the month of April. 

Bat the President interposed and stopped H and 
kept a corps for th* defence of the Capital. " as 
it not proper tbat these facts should go'to the 
country? Was it not light the people should 
know what th* facts really are? Tbe Pr*s'd-nt 
and Secretar- Stanton sent every solitary man 
everv musket and sabre and overy bayonet to tt-? 
army of the peninsular that conld possiHy be 
spared from *"ie dnfetcs of the Capital. Notb'ng 
was nfased to tnat armv that coald possibly nj 
spared Wa- it not Tair thsn that th* rr«sHent 
shorld know tl at th* man Secretary Stanton, who 
was opposed to th* army, bnt who was In i--o- 
of marcbini- 'b* army straight Into Richmond. 

Mr. Lane, of Kansas), moved to poetporo the 
further consideration of tbe resolution until De- 
comber. 

Mr. Trnnil ull was in favor of the possag- ''1^5 
resolution. Let thn facts gn to th* peop'r of th* 
country. H* was willine; to trust all tb» psora* 
with th* facts. 

Mr. Wilson, of Mof*achns*tts, said hs would 
ant vote on any epfsfh that had been mad* on th* 
subject, but simply on th* resolution calling for 



Mr. Cowan thought such a resolution should 
not have been intrrduced, but, now that th* issue 
was made, it onght to be passed, that the facts 

might com* forth. 

Mr. Henderson thought this resolution was go 
■ ng to have tbe effect to make parties in tbe 
country. In regard to the operations of th* Gen- 
•rals in the field, if reinforcements ar* sant to 
McClallan, th* r*b<l capital can be taken in a 
month. Cease, then, th'S* mischievous resolu- 
tions, which only tend to excite party feeling. If 
any General is incompetent, lot th* President 
remove him at once; but he had seen no incom- 
petency in front of Richmond. We were always 
apt to underrate the force of the rebels. We 
must have more energy and larger force, or 
we Bhall never put down this rebellion. 
It is useless to close our ejes lo the facts that tho 
rebels are ss strong as we are, and tho people may 
as well know the fait, tbe r.*ws;apers having 
been saying for months tbat the Southern army 
is stanaing. U it possible that that there is such 
ignorance as to suppose that with the climate and 
soil of the South the rebels can be starved cut 
It is perfectly idlo to attempt to conceal tho facts 
from the people. They ought to know everything 
connected with ibis war. The South are as well 
furnished with cannon and weapons of war as we 
are, and they will continu* to make them. 
He wanted to in tpire a little more sou! in the 
country. Let tbe whole country join as one, 
ami let certain leaders of the Republican party 
cease their schemes of emancipation, not but that 
he believed them honest in their views, but he 
believed they wero rriitaken. Thar* had not 
been sufficient confidence reached in tho men of 
the border States. He (Henderson) had heard it 
said that the men from tue border States were not 
so loyal as Ibev should be becauie they were so 
much attached to slavery. The border States 
had pit their share of men in tbe Union army, 
and in Mis. am i they were ready tp put in tba full 
12 000 man asked for by th* recant call, and if 
this was not enough, Missouri would put into tbe 
field 12,000 more. And in regard to the charges 
made, against Kentucky, he believ*! the neu 
trality adopted by tbe Uuion men of that State 
saved tbe State to the Union. T'besa schtmss of 
amaucipation might as well be postponed 
until next Decembsr btcans* nothing 
can ba dons until th* serried tanks of th* 
rebels are broken up, and he did not believe that 
they were going to be broken up by that time; bat 
he was not prepared to call loyal men abolitionists, 
because he believed many of there wer* sincor* 
ia their belief. Loyal men in tbe South certainly 
cannot complain as much of tbe abolitionists as 
tbey can of the rebel', for tbe latter hav* taken 
fifty per cent of lb* slavai frcm Missouri. He 
was not in favor of armiog to* negroas. Th* slaves 
never could be made soldiers, but be would have 
the slaves uied at every kind of labor. Hs should 
notice, th* resolution of tho Senator from 
Michigan (Chandler), for the people might as well 
have all tbe facts now, but he was very sorry to 
hear charges of disloyalty laid against General 
McClellan by Mr. Chandler. That ha had made 
no charges or that kind, or anything that would 
bear tucb constru tion Ho believed tbat groat 
mistakes bad been made, but be charged nothing 
further. 

Mr. Henderson was glad to hoar that, and he 
wanted it lo go to lb* country. That was no 
suspicion of disloyalty in the mind of any one 
against McClellan. He put most perfect c'onbdercs 
iu bim. 

Mr. Saulsbary offered an amendment to the 
resolntioa so as to include tbe number of troop* 
under Gen. Fremont aud Geo. Banks at tbo dale 
of G*n. McClellan 's departure for the Peninsula; 
also, tho number of troops in and aroand Wash- 
ington; also, the number of troops between Wash- 
ington and the Rappahannock; also, tbe number 
cf troops actually in service under Gen. McClel- 
lan in the recent engagements before R'cumond. 
Mr. Chandler accepted the amendment, 
Mr. Trumbull said he was astonished that Sen- 
ators wore so united in praising McClellan and 
were yet so unwilling to boar any different opinion 
concerning him. The Senator from Maryland 
(Mr. Wright) with s'raoge forgetfulnsss says 
that Gen. McClellan has not defended himself ia 
the newspapers. Has that Senator read the 
papers? Th* pap«rs havo baen full of th* praisas 
of Gen. McClellao and hit great stragetic skill. 
He was drawing the rebels in'o a trap, and Gen. 
McClellan was placed in command more tban a 
>ear ago of all the army, with power. If the 
Senator from Missouri (Mr. Hotdsrson) hid been 
told that Gen. McClellan was to take command of 
the army and remain in one position, not only 
during tbe fall, bat during tbe winter, without 
making an attack upon the enemy, would that 
gentleman have chosen such a General? 

Mr. Henderson said hs bad thought that Man- 
assas should hive been attackod; but he also 
thought that tho Senator from Illinois, like a great 
many others, hud underrated tbe force of lbs 
rebels everywhere. 

Mr. Trumbull said wo bad always acted on the 
dofoniive. We were putting down tho rebellion, 
bat has the Genoral ia-whom the Senator has 
such uubouoded confidence ever made an attack? 
Is ibis rebellion to be put down by digging 
trenches and ac i ig on the defensive? Tbe fact 
i?, taking out the . loyal slaves, there are only 
about eight mill oo people in the States now in 
rebellion. The rebels c uLl not raise as largo an 
army as the State of New Yolk, and they have 
to watch the slave population. Let the Union 
army stop watching tbe slaves. H« was not 
going to express an opinion this morning, but the 
country will know whether digging trenches a 
year is tbe way to puc down armed 
rebellion, and then wbou bo is attacked 
leaving the trenches, aod doing the fighting out- 
side of them. Ho believed tbe people were ready 
to make any sacrifice to put down the rebellion, 
and be believed tbey would do it. 

Mr. Datis w?s in favor or the resolution, 
but believed tho Secretary of War was intrigue- 
"ae lo suspend McClellan. General McClellan 
nan rir'miLceii tots plans k>i coouueuog me can. 
palgo to the Secretary of War, but the Secretary 
overrated it, showing hostility to General Mc- 
Clellan. 

Mr. Morrill asked if tho Senator (Davis) staled 
what he knew was on mere information. 

Mr. Davis said that, what lie had paid, he un- 
derstood to be so, and if tbe Senate would give 
bim an opportunity he ttougbt he could prove it. 

Mr. Chandler said Gen McClellan's plan, as 
eabmi'.lod, was to leave the enemy at Manassas, 
and tb* Potomac blockaded, and th* whole army 
was to be shipped off by way of Annap-. lis. Th s 
plan was overruled by tho President and Sccra- 
tary cf War. Tb* facts ought to be slated fairly. 

Mr. Wilson, of Mss* , said tho Senator from 
Kentucky (Mr. Davis) has made some statements 
which o'ugbt not to go to the country. He (Wil- 
son) should without hesitation or qualification say 
that tbe Senator from Kentucky (Davis) was 
utterly mistaken. He (Wilsor) did not bsliev* 
that the Secretary of War was ongaged in any 
intrigue against Gen. Met lellan. lis (Wi'son'e) 
position as chairman on n ilitary affairs gave bim 
advantages for findiog out if such was tbo case, 
rnd this was tbe first lime that he had ever heard 
of it. Toere bad baen considerable difference 
in regard lo the plans of takiog R chmond. 
It was ucdsrstood that there were three plans, 
on* was Gen. Rosecrans, to go by the valley of 
the Sh mandoah lo Richmond, and be believed 
tbat tha Secretary of War approved of this plan; 
another was to go down to Richmond by way of 
tbe Rappahannock; lh* thirl plan was to go to 
Richmond by wav of th* peninsula, wbicb was 
the plan of Gan. McCI-llan. 

Mr. Chandler's resolu ioj was then passed — 
ysas 31, Days C. 

Nay — Messrs. Anthony, Foster, Lane, of Kin- 
sas. McDougal, SanWiury, and Wright. 

Oo motion o' Mr. Wilson, tbo b.ll amendatory 
of the act of 1797, calling out the militia, was 
taken up, the question being on tbe amendment 
authorizing tha President to receive negroes into 
tbe United States tervico for labor oa intrencb- 
ments, &c.

He knew tbat tbey did us* the blacks ia the 
last war, and he bslieved they did good service in 
regard to tho second amendment, which provides 
froadom for the wife, children, and mothers of 
those blacks who performed such service. He said 
that it was nugatory because in this country 
knows no father, mother, wife or child, and yet 
this is called a Christian institution.

"A Rkvklatioh from thi Chivalry. "— Th« 
Baltimore American says »s the cbance* of main- 
taining th« Rre*t struRgla become m.ire »nd more 
uncertain io the South, the men who have done 
«omoch to bii. g it on upon falae pretexia be- 
come more and more tierce in their bitler ani- 
moMt' , and dexire to make the people of the two 
ere ion* utterly Irreconcilable. Every taunt that 
can be ntUr*;, every provocation and insult that 
can be bit upon, is devi?ed to widen the breach, 
and make that (struggle fiendish and malignant, 
which began measurably with moderation atd 
a lingering regard for members of the same na- 
tionality. In this woik the prese there has al- 
ways played a distinguished part, beginning 
with the Charleston Mercury, and that paper 
having given the key-not* in its fierce 
hatred and contempt for all not up to 
its standard of what was arie'.ocra'.k, the 
others have gradually chimed in, outdoing their 
preceptor In this matter at last. Indeed, whilst 
the Mercury has to some extent accspted the 
wholesome lessons forced upon it of late, and 
toned down its savage utterances in the presence, 
of a foe who has compelled respect, its co labor- 
era get worse and worse in their angry demon- 
strations, as perhaps the best method, in their 
eetimatlor, of making their dnpas figbt to the 
death in a bad and failing cause. The American 
has been struck with this condition of things by 
the sight of a veritable copy of the Richmocd 
Whig, of as late a date as June 25th, dealing 
with these matters. It has an article which, in 
its way, i§ a curiosity, and yet so in harmony 
with other sentiments cf the leaders of the re- 
bellion, and especially with the current sentiment 
hitherto in the Cotton States, that, queer as it 
is>, it will not at this time we Imagine greatly 
surprise any here. We propose to quote it en- 
tire: 

The Matter Race.— Since the great battle of 
Shlloh, and Including it, we have had an almost 
uninterrupted series of victories. We have en- 
countered the enemy generally with heavy odds 
against us, and frequently behind intrenchinmls, 
but in no single instance, unless it be the unex- 
plained affair at Lewisborg, have Southern troops 
failed to exhibit superior manhood to the mocgrel 
and many-tongued enemy 

Indeed the whole experience of the war is an 
attestation of the truth long since discovered by 
impartial observer* that the master- race of this 
continent is fcund in the Southern States. Of a 
better stock, originally, and habituated to pian- 
lier pursuits and exer. i«s. thus have rultd in af- 
faire of State by f<rc» of the stronger will ard 
larger wisdom that pertRin to and di1U.1e.uiob su- 
perior raceB of men, wliile on the field of battle 
tbey have in every content held a priority of 
place, conceded to them by their present adver- 
saries. 

Now, if that is not sublimated impudence and 
self oompUcency combined, we know nothing 
about it. On the run for the last half your 
nearly, it would only be a tedious matter to 
enumerate all the races in which they have dis- 
tinguished themselves in a hot chase after that 
"last ditch." A glance at the vacated region 
tells the story at once, fines they have been made 
to trot across Missouri, Kentucky, Tennessee, and 
from other localities innumerable. If we take 
one memorable Instance alone in which tho.u 
very Richmond gentlemen made the m03t re- 
markable time in rebel annals, it settles the case 
forever against them, tbey themselves beiug com- 
pelled to condemn the "Richmond Blues," their 
crack corr 6, for their lack of everything which 
constitutes a "master race." If we take the 
other cr fellow-pink in this clsim to what is 
"chivalrous" and dominant, all must remember 
the flight from the Hilton Head encounter, in 
which the Cbarlestonians just as highly distin- 
guished themselves in the same i -o as their 
Richmond friends did at Roanoke. What makes 
this claim more comical as coming from Rich- 
mocd is that no one can asscciate in the past 
Henry A. Wise with other than most valorous 
utterance*, whilst his real exploits hive only 
made mora remirkable and shameful his whole- 
sale and defiant brags and running. 

If we turn to the West, continues our Balti- 
more contemporary, all must remember the per- 
sistent uproar kept up in the Southern papers 
over the Texas regiment that passed through 
Nashville on their way to Kentucky. E.-ery one 
of them was a prodigy of strength and valor aud 
horsemanship; could beat Pawnees In their ability 
to pick up their weapons from the ground whilst 
at full speed — '.heir bowie-knives were to slash 
men in two as a housewife might a parship, acd 
their rifles were treble doath. But, alas? on an 
unfortunate occasion for tbem, th y enountenu 
"Wlllich's Germans" at the Groen tirer bridge | 
the Texan colonel was slain, and they were so 
completely wiped out at close quarters that they 
have never been heard of tioce, except as the re- 
mains of a disorganized and rabble set of bacon 
and horse stealers, as they fled through Nash- 
ville. But why multiply cases when the object 
of all this reckless gasconade is merely to keep 
the breath of life in the nostrils of a doomed re- 
bellion?- We quote again : 

This natural dominaccy of the Southern people 
has bad musto to do in bringing on the war. The 
inferior race, grown strong in numbers and am- 
bitious from prosperity, have revolted against and 
now seek to overthrow and destroy those whose 
superiority was a constant source of envy and 
self-reproach. There is no fiercer malevolence 
than that of caste, and it is thi which has so long 
stirred the Yankee bile. Alway?, in the presence 
of the Southern gentleman, he has felt a strong 
and painfully repressed impulse to take of bis hat. 
This coaecious inferiority has galled the jealous 
and malignant creature until he h* s broken out in 
servile insurrection. He has vainly concluded 
that his numbers can overwhelm and exterminate 
the subjects of bis envy, and that be, succeeding 
to the brotd acres and liberal habitudes of the 
Southern gentry, will com* to ba looked upon as 
a gentleman too! 

If this is not "piling up the agony," what, in 
the name c f all that is republican and Jeffersonian, 
is? It is worth something to find tha chivalry 
trying in this manner to put themselves "i igbt 
upon the record." Twenty millions of people in 
revolt against three hundred and fifty thousat d 
slaveholders! Day is breaking, full surely, when 
such revelations as these come up from Oid Vir- 
ginia. We quote once more: 

With us th* contest is on* for hereditary rights, 
for the sacred tbinss of bom*, for the eld repute 
of the better blood-=with the Yankee It is a rebel- 
lious and infatuated struggle for a place b* is un- 
worthy of, for privileges he would degrade, for 
property he would barter, and for institutions he 
could neither comprehend nor erj y. It Is the 
old and never-ending strife between patrician and 
proletarian, between gentle and vile. It is the 
i ffer of battle on a new field of muscle against 
spirit — numbers against conrag*. It is not. ueon 
Southern soil and among the descendants of Cava- 
liers and Huguenots that this battle will go in 
favor of brute force. 

It may be that th* armies in front of this city 
are about to nub into mortal wrestle. When 
they meet it will not, perhaps, be upon such un- 
equal turns as we have generally ere rantered. 
But should there be as great Inequality of num- 
bers as on other fields, it mav and -vill b* neutral- 
ized here, as it ever has b. en, b; the superior 
courage and constancy ot our troops True to tht ir 
lineage, their fame, their pledgee. •btir prirciples 
— true to th* expectation and prayir* of all who 
love them — true to the immeaauVat ie interests 
that hang on the issue — the soldiers who fight for 
liberty and native land wili never ovc< back, n«v- 
er weary, never cease to s;rike till certain and 
glorious victory perches on their banners. 

If any one, comments the American, can read 
this long rigmarole, dictated by the seemingly 
impracticable folly and presumption of the "chi- 
valry," the "detcendents of the Cavaliers and 
Huguenots," and not feel that only a good whip- 
ping will ever enable them to bs tolerated on this 
Continent, ha is behind the spirit of the times — 
he is not posted np with tha causes which hav* 
dictated this conflict. Taking th* issues they ten- 
der as those of fact, the question at once arises 
whether this little knot of pretenders, these "Don 
Quixotes of tha Southern plantations," as the 
Cologne Gazette happily termed them, are to 
dominate all that was one* reverenced her* by 
those who founded th* Republic? What a homily 
for the Democracy of the land— what a creed for 
those who hav*, in th* past, built all their tri- 
umphs on the teachings of Jefferson, Madison, 
and tha other worthies of th* Revolution. It is 
something to get into the merits of the case, it 
is much to learn what Jefferson Davis Is fighting 
for, what Barnwell Rhett fell for the other day. 
Lst the people take heed to all this. Let them 
make up their minds as to whether the teachings 
and the practices of two-thirds of a century here 
hav* all been based on a stupendous mistake;

brnor Gkskral of Canada.— Montreal papers 
rf the 4th inst. conUln full accounts of the pub- 
lic reception in that city of Lord Monck, by the 
local authorities. The N. Y. Journal of Com- 
merce speaks of the importance of a speech deliv- 
ered by him, as it concerns not only the relations 
of Cat ada to the Imperial Government, but those 
of (J eat Britain and the Uni'ed States. As will 
be remembered, the British Parliament was lately 
much incensed with Canada, on account of its re- 
jection of the militia bill, which act was con- 
strued an a refusal on her part to adopt meas- 
ures essential to self- existence. This bill pro- 
posed to keep a force of forty or fifty thousand men 
in the field with a reserve cf equal strength, 
costing an immense sum, and for which 
there (Mined to bs no necessity. The 
Toronto Globe, almost the only prominent 
paper which has ventured to notice the severe an- 
imadversions of the London Times— its preposi- 
tion to abandon the colonies if they would not de- 
fend themselves, &c — asks why is it that Canada 
is called upon to arm? It insists that there is not 
a cloud as large as a man's hand on the borizOD; 
that the relations of Canada with the neighbor- 
ing Republic are altogether peaceful; that Cana- 
dians fail to recognize the Justice of the cull made 
upon them to rush unhesitatingly and unreason- 
ingly into an immense expene* for aiding tha 
Times to bring to a bloody arbitrament a quarrel 
it is now carrying on with the people and press of 
tko United Statai. The Globs says further: 

We were perfectly sensible when the war began 
that our next neighbors would rahe a large army 
to subdue tbe rebels who now trouble them; but 
the thought did not alarm us, for we were on 
friendly terms with the American propla and were 
sure tbey meant us no barm, despite the bluster- 
ing cf some few newspapers. We were not like- 
ly to do anything <o ciu:e a war with th* United 
States. NV e have lived side by side with that 
powar for many years, and no difference of opin- 
ion has ever arisen between us to mar our pleas- 
ant relations. We knew also that the war would 
in all human probability create controversies with 
Great Britain, but we trusted to tbe sound sense 
and friendly difposition of tbe two nations to set- 
tle them without even an approximation of fight- 
ing. And had the good feeling wbich existed be- 
tween Britain and tbe United States continued 
there would not have been, under any conceiva- 
ble circumstances, the remotest probability of a 
war. 

When nations are determined to fight, they are 
not long in finding a pretex'; but if they are de- 
termined to remain at peace, their greatest differ- 
ences are always settled with comparative ease. 
Th* Times and certain journals upon this side of 
the Atlantic, its equslsin malignity, if not in tal- 
ent, have contrived by their misrepresentations to 
create such ill-feeling between Great Britain and 
the United States, and it is to be feared, should 
any serious controversy arise, that it would not 
be conducted on either side with calmness and 
moderation, althuugh we have no idea that war 
could possibly result. From .this state of things 
arises the principal danger to Canada, and for it 
tbe Times is chiefly answerable. 

With this preliminary explanation the J, urnal 
of Commerco quotes from the address of the Gov- 
ernor-General. After referring to the protection 
which the Provinces have erjnyed hitherto, from 
the mother country, without expense to them- 
selves, he said: 

Gentlemen, I am bound, as a friend, to tell you 
that I do not thii k this state of tilings can longer 
exist. (Applause ) Gentlemen, that condition 
ef affairs has continued, in cons' quince of the pe- 
culiar condition of tho external relation of Can- 
ada, i There is no use, in my opinion at In in 
acting the part of an ostrich, hiding our heads in 
the sand, and expecting that no one will se<j us. 
The plaia truth had better ba told and at once re- 
cogn zed, there is but one quarter from which 
Canada can apprehend any serious attack ; tbat 
quarter is the gieat Republic which lies 
along our extended frontier. Now, gen- 
tlemen, consider for on* moment what 
changes havo taken place in tbe internal condi- 
tion of tbat great nation within tbe l».t year. 
(Hear, bear.) Until last year you would hardly, 
within the borders of that great nation, hear any 
sound more angry than tbe emulous bustl* of 
commercial transactions; the whole land was one 
busy hive of industry; but what Is it no*? I 
regret to say the whole nation has b ten turned 
into one vast camp within, which rewuod tbe 
clang oif armor and the preparation of implements 
ef destructiin. Gentlemen, I cannot allude to 
Ibis But )iC' without stopping for one moment, to 
express what I believe is the feeling of every 
British subject on this matter. We have heard 
of the change that has taken place in tbe internal 
condition of that great country with a feeling of 
unminuled pain and regret. (ApplauBe ) And 
tbat we mi- 11 welcome with unalloyed ivy the day 
which shall restore tranquility within her bor- 
ders (applause) and her ciuzsna to the paths of 
peaceful industry. (Kenewed a[ plane* ) 

Gentlemen, it would be madness in us if we 
did not recognizs the crave fact of the exis ence 
of a numerous army ia that country, wbich, up 
to this moment, has been tbe abode of peaceful 
industry. Do not suppose tha I am an alaimist, 
and io... I •- ii-i ... .. muy o-auiciailun ' ll 11 , TO 
shall be immediately attacked I entertain no 
such idea. But I shall now read yon some words 
that express tny sentiments fully, and better than 
I can do myself; they come, I may info m joo, 
from one who has long held the front rank 
among English statesmen. Here they are: 

"But if you want to be upon terms of perfect 
friendship with a great neighboring Power — a 
power of great military and of great naval re- 
sources — if you want to preserve your indepen- 
dence and, at the same time, your friendship 
with tbat Power, you can ooly acomplish that 
object by being perfcr'ly prepared to defend 
yourself from attack. It is not necessary tbat 
you should anMcipa e attack. It is not at all a 
part of your policy that you should say, 'I will 
only prepare myself for defence when I see an 
attack comi ig.' It ought to be the constant po- 
sition of a country that wants to maintain friend- 
ly relations with its neighbors, and to hold that 
position in the world which its importance and 
dignity rtquire, not to be prepared for aggres- 
sion, but to be constantly in a state of sufficient 
defence 

These are the words of the oldest, the most sa- 
gacious, the most popular of British statesmoc — a 
man nnder whom 1 served in v apprenticeship in 
politics, the ablest statesman in Ktigland, I may 
call him. I mean the present noble Prime Min- 
ister. (Applause.) Now, gentlemen, 1 believe I 
have cleared one difficulty out of my way. Well, 
then, 1 may remark tbat in case of aggression on 
any part of tbe Briti'h dominions the whole re- 
sources of the Empire will be put forth to defend 
the part attacked (ioud applause), no matter from 
what quarter the attack may come, or In what 
possession of tbe extensive dominions of Great 
Britain the assault may be delivered. (Renewed 
applinse ) But, gentlemen, when I say "whole 
resources cf the Empire" you must remember 
that the colonies form part, and tbat, in uiy 
mind, colonial resources are, for the purposes of 
defence, imperial resources. (Applaute.) Though 
I am not empowered to be able to tall you what 
England will do, precisely, I can give a fair ac- 
count of what she cannot do. She canr.ot alone, 
in the face of Euglai d, supply men to defend 
Canada, and to save the Province; the strong 
armies which inu-t be arrayed against tha enemy 
must come from the people of Canada themselves. 

The Toronto Leader states, in connection with 
this subject, that a few days ago, a royal com- 
mission, acting under tho instric.iotis of tbe Im- 
perial Government, returned to that city, after 
making an inspection ef the defences of the Pro 
vince, atd are now, probably, on thair way to 
England, but lest there should be misapprehen- 
sion, the Leader insists that no menace is intend 
ed — simply the encouragement of tbe volunteer 
movement, now so strongly recommended by Gov, 
Monck. 

The Emperor's Plans — Th* following is an 
extract from a Paris letter, dated June 21, 1862: 

The French psople are much excited bv the 
news of the recent repulse of their troops 
Mexico.

PiULAiORLriiiA, July 10. 
Special correspondence of Forney's Press, dated 
U. 8. Btaamsbip Brooklyn, June 2tj:h, says all 
hands were called early thi' morning to attack 
the batteries and city of Vicksburg. Tbe first 
gun fired was at one o'clock. The firing was in- 
tense. The Hartford, Richmond, and gunboats 
have passed the batteries and city without silenc- 
ing. Tbe Brooklyn received orders not to pass a 
battery without silencing and she remains below. 
The loss on tbe Hartford was one man killed and 
eleven wounded. On the Rxbmond the master's 
mate was killed and six wounded. 

Fortrkss Monroe, July 7. 
The steamer Juniata, while on her way to 
Harrison's Landing yesterday, and within about 
four miles of that place, was fired into by the 
rebels, and one man irjured, but none killed. The 
firing was from six Ueld pieces on tbe opposite 
side of the river, a little below the Federal army. 
Th* steamer was aground at the time. Our gun- 
boats went down and drove off tho rebels. A re- 
connoitring party was sent out yesterday, and 
found the rebel pickets within one mile of ours, 
wbich leads to the opinion that another battle is 
at hand. 

Breastworks are l.iing thrown up at Hampton 
about two and half miles from Fortress Monroe 
by our forces encamped at that place. The work 
is progrea-ing vigorously. Thermometer 90 this 
evening. July 8th. 

Gen. Burnside has arrived bore, is locking well, 
and spt>*ars in fine spirits. 

Presidsnt Lincoln arrived her* at an early hour 
this morning, accompanied by several officers; 
among tbem one wa3 believed to be Gen. llalleck. 
They bad a sbort Interview with Gen. Burnside, 
and then proceeded up the James river. 

Flag-officer Wilkes arrived here this morning, 
and many rumors are all tat as to tbe object of bis 
visit. 

The 10th New York regiment, which has bean 
reported as badly cut to pieces, had only 9 killid, 
41 wounded, and 30 missing. There are many 
who, in various ways srptrated from tbeir regi- 
msnts, are now daily returning, thus greatly 
diminishing the numbers who have been reported 
lost. 

There have been two or three arresta here this 
morning among the Butlers and civilians who had 
received orders to leave and had disregarded 
tbem. 

The fortifications at Yorktown are being put in 
perfect order.

Washington, Jnly 9. 

We learn from Warronton that a reconnoia- 
sanc* was mads on Tuesday by the 1st Maine 
cavalry as far as Waterloo, on the Rappahannock. 
Two or three mil*8 from the river they desoriod a 
regiment cf rebel cavalry in the distance, who 
made no effort to dispnte tbe possession of tbo 
stream. 

Our pickets now extend to within two miles of 
Warrenton Springs.

Another witness states that he happened to bs 
present, when a plain, young man, not yet 35, 
appeared among the wounded who were waiting 
for transports afttr the five days' battle. He saw 
them crawlirg out to gaze upon him; ho saw the 
tears with which tbey welcomed him; he heard 
tha words in which they praised tlm; and be 
listened to this yug man's reply: "Soldiers," 
ho said, "you have trusted ms, and we have won. 
Yon will ejme back to see us triumphant." 



A Brave Soldiru.— We learn tbat a soldier 
by the nam* of Lewis Slater, belonging to the 
50th regiment, exhibited braverv unpara'leled in 
the history of modern warfare. Ho was wounded 
in the ankle early on the first day of tha battle ef 
Sbiloh, and bad when he fell thirty rounds of 
cartridges in bis box. After the enemy bad 
driven our forces over and beyond him, he loaded 
a3 he lay on the ground and fired into the enemy 
from the rear whenever he was able to do so. On 
the next day the enemy was driven back by Gen. 
Buell over tbe ground where he was yet* lying, 
and.after they had go' by he again loaded and 
fired into their ranks until ba bad expended all 
his ammnnition but three rounds, which was 
what ho had when picked up. He belongs near 
La Prarie, inthiscouoty, and is now at home ar rj 
recovering from th* wound received in that bat- 
tle. He says be is sure that at least sight rebnln 
fell from the effect of the shots fired while bel ay 
in that position, and perrons who know him testi- 
fy that bis word can be implicitly relied on in th* 
matter — Quincy Whig.
